1. Significant Accounting Policies 

(,1 Depreciation of Fixed Assets 

Depr ciation has been provided on written down value 
method adopting the rates prescribed under Schedule XIV 
of the Companies Act, 1956. Depreciation on additions 
made to the Fixed Assets during the year has been chargecj 
for the full year irrespective of the actual date of installa¬ 
tion/commissioning. Further, no depreciations has been 
charged on the assets sold/written off during the year. 

1.2 Interest on Loan to Staff 

Interest on Loan to Staff (exept Housisg Loan) which is 
not material is accounted for on cash basis. 


1.3 Penal Interest on Defaults 

Penal Interest on delayed receipt of repayment of principal 
amount is accounted for on cash basis as it could be waived 
by the competent authority on certain grounds. 

1.4 Gratuity to Employees 

Gratuity payable to the employees (shown under the 
head of account “Provision for Gratuity’’) is determined on 
the bas s of Actuarial Valuation. The Gratuity payable to 
the employees from the above provision includes payment to 
the employees who were transferred from the Reserve Bank 
of India and for whom the contribution due from Lhe Reserve 
Bank of India (the amount yet to be ascertained) is being 
accounted for as and when received. 

1.5 Interest Recoverable on Deferred Interest 

Repayment of deferred interest is fixed In annual instal¬ 
ments which fall due on 1st Jasuary/lst July. The demand 
for annual instalment lincludes one full year’s interest on the 
balance of deferred interest upto the due date. This interest 
income is accounted for on the basis of instalments falling 
due duiing the financial year without any accrual adjustments. 

1.6 Bills Rediscounted 

Value of bills rediscounted, net of full discount, is shown 
as “Advances". The discount for the period from the date 
of rediscounting to the end of the year has been accounted 
as “Discount Receivable”. 

1.7 Prepaid Expenses 

Prepaid Expenses under individual head at each location 
and amounting to less than Rs. 10,000.00/- are chargod to 
the Profit and Loss Account of the current year, 

1.8 Model Failed Wells Compensation Scheme 

Is terms of Model Failed Wells Compcsation Scheme, 
NABARD’s share in the interest amout waived by the partici¬ 
pating bank is accounted for on cash basis. 

2. In terms of Tawa Command Area Development Project 
Agreements, interest chargeable by the Government of India 
on loans to NABARD at 6,5% p.a, has been accounted to 
the extent of 4.5% by credit to the "Interest Differential 
Fund” to be utilised for certain specified proposes and the 
balance of 2% has been paid to the Government of India. 

3. NABARD has made various payments towards subscrip¬ 
tion of debentures issued by various State Land Development 
Banks/Land Mortage Banks and these are included under 
“Advances—Other Investment Credit—Medium Term and 
Long Term Project Loans”. However, as certified by the 
Management, the value of Allotment Letters/Debenlure Scrip* 
yet to be received as on 31st March 1993 aggregate to Rs. 
401.46 crores (Rs. 251.09 crores), out of which the Allot¬ 
ment Letters/Debenture Scrips amounting to Rs. 396.90 crore* 
(Rs. 148.83 crores) have since been received. 
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4. “L-nd” and “Premises" include an aggregate amount of 
Rs. 06.60 crores (Rs, 66.23 crores) paid towards Office Pre¬ 
mises and Staff Quarters at AhmedaBad, Bangalore, Bombay, 
Calcutta, Chandigarh, Hyderabad, Jaipur, Lucknow, Madras, 
New Delhi, Pannji, Patna, Pune and Srinagar in respect of 
winch Conveyance Deeds/Other Legal Documents have not 
yet been executed in favour of NABARD because of certain 
procedural problems being faced in connection therewith. 

5. ' Investments in Government of India Securities” in¬ 
clude Rs. 28J .29 crores (Market Value Rs. 258.81 crores) 
which has been considered by the Management as long 
Term Investment and hence no provision has been made 
for the lull in its value. In respect of the remaining In¬ 
vestments of Rs. 1364.17 crores (Market value Rs. 1307. 
71) crores, the fall in its value of Ks 56.46 crores has been 
provided for. 

6. A grant of Rs, 82.45 crores (Rs. 60.06 crores) has 
been, received from the Swiss Development Cooperation 
(SDC against the refinance provided by the Bank under 
SDC Project upto 31 March, 1993. An amount of Rs. 
13.71 crores (Rs. 10.03 crores) being the recoveries from 
such refinance anticipated in the agreement is considered 
as further contribution to the SDC Promotional Fund. In¬ 
terest Cw 11.5% p.a. from 1 April 1992 to 31 March has 
1993 has been credited to the Fund. 

7. “Interest Received on Loans, Investments, etc," in the 
Profit and Loss Account is (i) net of premium of Rs. 0.08 
crore paid on purchase of Government of India Securities 
in the auction conducted by Reserve Bank of India, (ii) 
net of capital loss ol Rs. 0.64 crore in respect of transactions 
with Reserve Bank of India under the Scheme of Repur¬ 
chase Agreements (REPOS) and (iii) after making contri¬ 
butions of Rs. 5125 crores (Rs. 515 crores) to National 
Rural Credit (Long Term Operations) Fund and Rs. 20 
crores (Rs, 20 crores) to National Rural Credit (Stabilisa¬ 
tion) Fund as required under Section 42 and 43, respecti¬ 
vely of NABARD Act. 1981. 

8. As per the Agricultural and Rural Debt Relief Scheme, 
1990, NABARD is acting as a channel for disbursing the 
funds received from Reserve Bank of India towards grant 
to Regional Rural Banks and loans/grants to State Co-ope¬ 
rative Banks and State Land Development Banks. 

9. Fire borrowings under Agricultural and Rural Debt 
Relief (ARDR) Scheme, 1990 arc higher by Rs. 286.13 
crores (Rs. 35.90 crores) as compared to the advances under 
the Scheme as repayment received by Bhopal. Bhubanesh¬ 
war, Calcutta, Hyderabad. Jaipur, Madras and Pune Regio¬ 
nal Offices under ARDR Scheme, 1990 by 31 March 1993 
could be remitted to the Reserve Bank of India in the 
month of April 1993. 

10. “Medium and Long Term Project Loans” include a 
sum ol Rs. 0.31 crore due from Bank of Karad Limited and 
“Bills Rediscounted” include Rs. 6.65 crores due from Bank 
of Credit and Commerce International (Overseas) Limited, 
Bombay Brunch. While the former bank is under liquida¬ 
tion, the process of later being taken over by State Bank of 
India is under finalisation. The Management expect* full 
recovery of these amounts and hence no provision ba# been) 
made in this regard. 

11. “Advances under Production and Marketing Credit" 
include arrears of Rs. 21.04 crores (Rs. 174.67 crores) out¬ 
standing from Regional Rural Banks for a period of over 
eighteen months. Further, arrears of loan recoverable from 
Regional Rural Banks is Rs. 37.08 crores (Rs. 31.09 crores) 
and Rs. 107.17 crores (Rs. 109.26 crores) on account of 
“Medium Term Investment Credit—Non-Project Loans" and 
"Medium and Long Term Project Loans” respectively as on 
31 March 1993. Efforts are being made to recover these 
overdues at the earliest and the Management expect* full 
recovery of these amounts, 

12. The amount outstanding as per books of account in 
respect of (i) “Housing Loan” is higher by Rs. 14,43,962 
and (ii) “Interest Accrued" thereon is higher by Rb. 4,09, 
516 as compared to the subsidiary records. The reconcilia¬ 
tion is in progress. 
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13. In respect of "Advances” (excepting Advances backed 
by Government Guarantees) where interest has remained 
"Past Due" for a period of four quarters as on 31 March 
1993, the total interest accrued upto 31 March 1993 has 
not been recognised. The interest amount has been trea¬ 
ted as "Past Due" when it remained outstanding for 30 days 
beyond due date. Accordingly, a sum of Rs. 4.22 crores 
consisting of such interest (excluding the amount since recei¬ 
ved) has been reduced from “Interest Received on Loan*, 
Investments, etc.” in the Profit and I.oss Account, 

14. Figures are rounded off to the nearest rupee. The 
figures in brackets are in respect of previous year.

GSR CO : PRS : IRP : 93-94 : 1610—In excercise of the 
powers Conferred by Section 19 of the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 
1970) the Board of Directors of Central Bank of India, in 
consultation with the Reserve Bank of India and with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government hereby make 
the following regulations further to amend the Central Bank 
of India (Officers) Service Regulations, 1979. 

2. Short title and commencement : (1) These regulations 
may be called the Central Bank of India (Officers) Service 
(Amendment) Regulations 1993, (2) The amendments shall 
gome into force on and from 27th September 1993. 

3. The details of the amendments arc given in Annexure I.

ANNEXURE-I 

CENTRAL BANK OF INDIA 
CENTRAL OFFICE, BOMBAY 
REGULATION 20—TERMINATION OF SERVICE 

20 (1) (a) Subject to sub regulation 3 of regulation 16, 
whore the Bank is satisfied that the perfor¬ 
mance of an officer is unsatisfactory or inade¬ 
quate or there is a bonafide suspicion about 
his integrity or his retention in the Bank’s ser¬ 
vice would be prejudicial to the interests of 
the Bank, and where it is not possible or ex¬ 
pedient to proceed against him as per the dis¬ 
ciplinary procedure, the Bank may terminate 
his services on giving him three months notice 
or emoluments in lieu thereof in accordance 
with the guidelines issued by the Government 
from time to time. 

(b) Order of termination under this sub-regulation 
shall not be made unless such officer has been 
given a reasonable opportunity of making a 
representation to the Bank against the pro¬ 
posed order. 

(c) The decision to terminate the services of an 
Officer employee under sub-regulation (a) 
above will be taken only by the Chairman 
and Managing Director, 

(d) The officer employee shall be entitled to appeal 
against any order passed under sub regulation 
(a) above bv preferring an appeal within 15 
days to the Board of Directors of the Bank. 
If the appeal is allowed, the order under sub¬ 
regulation (a) shall stand cancelled. 

(e) Where an officer employee whose services have 
been terminated and who has been paid an 
amount of three months emoluments in lieu of 
notice and on appeal his termination is can¬ 


celled, the amount paid to him ip lien of notico 
shall be adjusted against the salary that he 
would have earned, had his services not been 
terminated and he shall continue In the bank's 
emplayment on same tern© and conditions as 
if the order cf termination had not been pas¬ 
sed at all. 

( f) An officer employee whose services are termi¬ 
nated under sub-regulation(a) above shall be 
paid Gratuity, Provident Fund including 
employer’s contribution and all other duee 
that may bo admissible to him as per rules 
notwithstanding the years of service rendered. 

(g) Nothing contained hereinabove will affect the 
Bank’s right to retire an officer employee under 
Regulation 19(1). 

2. An officer shall not leave or discontinue his 
service in the Bank without first giving a no¬ 
tice in writing of his intention to leave or dis¬ 
continue his service or resign. The period of 
notice required shall be 3 month® and shall be 
submitted to the Competent Authority as pres¬ 
cribed in these regulations. 

Provided further that the competent authority 
may reduce the period of 3 months, or remit 
the requirement of notice, 

3. (i) An officer against whom disciplinary procee¬ 

dings are pending shall not leqve/discontinue 
or resign from his service in the bank without 
the prior approval in writing of competent 
authority and any notice or resignation givent 
by such an officer before or during the discipli¬ 
nary proceedings shall not take effect unless it 
is accepted by the Competent Authority. 

(ii) Disciplinary proceedings shall be deemed to be 
pending against any employee for the purpose 
of this regulation if he has been placed under 
suspension or any notice has been issued to 
him to show cause why disciplinary procee¬ 
dings shall not be Instituted against bim and 
will be deemed to be pending until final or¬ 
ders are passed by the Competent Authority, 

(iii) The officer against whom disciplinary procee¬ 
dings have been initiated will cease to be in 
service on the date of superannuation but the 
disciplinary proceedings will continue as if he 
was in service until the proceedings are con¬ 
cluded and final order is passed in respect 
thereof. The concerned officer will not rea¬ 
ctive any pay and/or allowance after the date 
of superannuation. He will also not be entit¬ 
led for the payment of retirement benefits till 
the proceedings are completed and final order 
is passed thereon except his own contributions 
to CPF.
